In response to your inquiry, my report relative to the ® _ 

San Francisco riot in May, 1960, was based on the FBI's investigation 
of Communist Party activities, reports from eyewitnesses on the scene, 
and official records of local authorities involved. It outlined the agita¬ 
tional tactics used by communists during the May, 1960, hearings to 
build the emotional pitch of the demonstrations to an explosive point— 
the point at which an effort was made to supplant the rule of law with mob 
action. These facts speak for themselves. Despite confusing and contra¬ 
dictory statements which have been made about the affair, the truth is that 
a riot occurred and lawful authority was flouted.

In 
that article he also was quoted as saying that he had been the victim of a 
number of crank letters and telephone calls because some people had taken 
a single sentence out of context in his decision and were using it to create 
the impression he condoned the conduct of the students. He said the sentence 
Was': "I am convinced that they are not .engaged in subversive activities nor 
in spreading subversive propaganda." Yet now, Axelrod is claiming that 
our pamphlet should have included that sentence. * 

It is believed that we ought to put Axelrod in his place and confront 
him with the lie.

Reference is made to my memorandum dated 12/26/61 in captioned 
matter concerning statements attributed to Judge Axelrod in an article which 
appeared in the ‘'Phoenix Gazette, " particularly the statement that the Director 
had "later admitted" that an additional portion of the Judge's decision should 
have been included in the Bureau's pamphlet on the San Francisco riot.

Price went oyer the entire newspaper article jxunt by point with jfa 
Axelrod.

He admitted that fienad statedthat'the 
San Francisco demonstrations had 'attained national prominence .because of 
the FBI report about them. He further admitted that he had stated that the

Price then told Axelrod bluntly that through his statements in

With regard to your inquiry, the House Committee on XJn-ApL^i^cairo 
Activities caused to be published the pamphlet to which you refer. This report =2 
was based on the FBI's investigation of Communist Party activities, statement 
of eyewitnesses on the scene and official records of local authorities involved.** 

It outlined the agitational tactics used by communists during the May, 1960, 
hearings to build the emotional pitch of the demonstrations to an explosive point— 
the point at which an effort was made to supplant the rule of law with mob action. 
These facts speak for themselves. Despite confusing and contradictory statements 
which have been made about the affair, the truth is that a riot occurred and lawful 
authority was flouted. 

In view of the subsequent additional publicity in this matter, a 
responsible eyewitness to the riot wrote to me and in part summarized:
